Louisville, Ky., July 16.—A second: day 
of picturesque political maneuvering in 
the state convention of the Kentucky re- 
publicans failed to culminate in the final 
grand surprise of a winning dark horse, 
whose coming had been hinted at and 
whose followers during yesterday's se3- 
sions set the political managers to guess- 
ing. 

Colonel Morris B. Belknap, of Louis- 
ville, a wholesale merchant widely known 
throughout the country, received the 
nomination for governor on the first bal- 
lot. His delegates, contrary to predic- 
tions, stuck to him, though how much of 
their tenad¢ity can be charged to the an- 
nouncement by former Governor William 
O. Bradley that he was not a candidate 
can only be conjectured. 

Mr. Belknap was nominated after an 
enthusiastic supporter of Mr. Bradley had 
placed the former governor in nomination 
and the followers of Mr. Augustus E. 
Whison had tacitly withdrawn the man 
to be Belknap’s nearest competi- 
tor by fatiing to present his name. The 
threatened stampede” to Bradley was 
quelled by an emphatic declaration that 
he -~would not be a candidate, but for 
some unknown reason the convention offi- 
eers cailed his name during the ballot and 
he” received a greater number of votes 
than Clifton J. Pratt, who had made an. 
aotive canvass. 

The convention did practically nothing 
during the morning session and the long 
wait was profitably employed by the 
Belknap leaders in Holding their men in 
line and chilling the Bradley sentiment. 
There were two moments during the con- 
vention when it looked as though an in- 
dication of willingness on the part 
Mr. Bradley wouid have given him the 
nomination.

SFIZED HER OWN 


Great Britain Doesn't Own Islands 
Taken Off Borneo, 


United States’ Claims That the Isl- 
ands Have Heretofore Belonged 
to the Sultan of Sulu. 
London. Papers Com- 
ment on Seizure. 


London, July 16.—The-féereign office here 
has no information of the’ reported seiz- 
ure of some twenty islands off the coast 
of Borneo by American .war ships. Not 
mt&ch importance is attached to. the re- 
port, although an inquiry will be made. 
It is asserted here that the United States 
navy department has prepared a chart, 
shewing the American possessions in the. 
Far East, which was submitted to the 
state department and approved by Secre- 
tary Hay, but Great Britain has received 
no official notification on the subject. | 

According to The Daily Chronicle the 
action'of America in annexing the islands 
off Borneo raises an exceedingly delicate 
situation and the British foreign office 
has asked Washington for an explanation. 

The islands concerned, says the paper, 
are a.group of seven which ortginally be- 
longed to the sultan of Sulu, from whom 
they passed by a charter in 1881 to the 
control of the British North Borneo Com- 
pany, whose Officers confirm that they 
are undoubtedly British territory. 

The American side of the question, as 
given by the United States embassy, says 
The Daily Chronicle, is that the islands 
are undoubted!y American by right of 
conquest, having belonged to the Philip- 
pines and the sultan of Sulu having con- 
firmed and acknowledged American su- 
premacy over them. 

The islands had never been occupied 
by any European nation and it is un- 
known whether Spain ever recognized the 
trading treaty which existed between the 
Borneo companies and the inhabitants of 
the islands.

in the great cotton goods trade of north 
China, and American. manufacturers must 
be alive‘to the situation anq adjust their 
business arrangements to meet the new 
conditions if they wish to hold their trade. 

The volunteer fleet, heavily subsidized by 
the Russian government, is bringing Rus- 
sian goods to North China at low freight 
rates, and these goods are being en- 
tered. at Port Arthur and Dalny without 
paying any customs duties; besides the 
port charges for ships are nominal, and 
theré are no pilot charges.

ROOSEVELT WILL HEED 
ADVICE GIVEN BY CZAR 


It Is Believed That the Tart Refusal 
by Kussia To Permit Meddling 
with Her Internal Af- 
fairs Will End the 
Matter. 


Washington, July 16.—It was learned to- 
night that the state department had re- 
ceived a reply from Russia stating that 
it neither would receive nor consider the 
matter of the Jewish petition on the sub- 
ject of the Kishinef incident. 

This information came in the form of 
a cable dispatch from Mr. Riddle, Amer- 
ican charge at St. Petersburg, to whom 
was committed the delicate task of in- 
quiring of the Rusian government as to 
{tes attitude with respect to the presenta- 
tion of the petition. 

It is believed that this will end the mat- 
ter and that no further steps will be 
taken by this government: to bring t! 
views of the petitioners to the attention 
of Russia, although as yet no considera- 
tion has been given by the president to 
the course to be pursued in the light of 
Russia’s respense to our inquiry. 

The reply that Russia would make to 
all suggestions on the subject of the 
Kishinef massacre was forecasted by the 
Associated Press some weeks ago in an 
authorized statement, when the public 
was definitely informed that Russia re-

own sovereignty, must refuse to receive 
suggestions from any other government 
or outside source. :

For 
séven years Montgomery wore the Lou- 
isiana state penitentiary garb and chains 
and then escaped. This, according to the 
statement of Detective Amerson’s in- 
formant, the crap. shooter, was five 
years ago. 

Just how and where Montgomery pass- 
ed thaf five years no one here seems 
able to tell, not even the man who 
gave him away. A short time aga prob- 
ably less than a year, Montgomery turp- 
ed up in Savannah. There he found his 
brother with a wife, a nice cluster of 
bonds, a happy home, a rubber tired 
buggy and a valuable roadster as well 
as other live stock. 

About a month ago a new barber whose 
delicate touch, supple wrigt and dexteri- 
ous movements brought him the faces 
from old and tried tonsorial artists, be- 
gan makiiig friends throughout the ‘city. 
He lived at a fashionable boarding house 
with a handsome, well dressed woman 
who was introduced as his wife.

Btates excepting the Platt amendment. 

The senate ratified the treaty signed 
On Februay 16, granting the United 
States sites at Guantanamo and Bahia 
Honda for nava! and coaling stations; 
the agreement lesing the areas of the 
Baid s‘ations which was signed on July 
3, and also the treaty conceding to Cuba 
~Bovereignty over the Isie of Pines. The 
Only treaty remaining unratified is the 
So-called permanent treaty covering all 
the provisions of the Platt amendment. 

The foreign relations committee has 
Mot yet prepared its report on the per- 
manent treaty, but doubtless will do so 
before the adjournment of the present 
Bession of congress, which will occur next 
Baturday. 

Reciprocity was not mentioned at to- 
@ay’s discussion, which was not particu- 
Jarly interesting or enthusiastic, with the 
exception of a speech by Senor Sanguillly. 
The latter opposed reciprocity, but today 
he expressed himself strongly in favor 
of all the treaties which Cuba, in virtue 
of her acceptance of the Platt amend- 
ment is obliged to carry out. 


The Plat Amendment. 

Arguing in favor of the minority re- 
port signed by Senaitors . Dolze and 
Capota, Senor Sanguilly said the ratifi- 
cation of the treaties was absolutely de- 
manded by the national honor in order 
to carry out the oslemn compact in 
which Cuba was engaged by the accept- 
mnce of the Piatt amendment, and es- 
pecially so, as but for the Platt amend- 
ment there would have been no Cuban 
feciprocity. While there was no escap- 
ing from this, he continued, there ought 
to be no desire to escape. As a member 
of the constitutional convention he fav- 
ored the Platt amendment and would do 
@o again if it were necessary. 

The speeches of opposition to the treaty 
were brief and consisted chiefly of as- 
eertions that the executive had not sub- 
mitted the entire details to the senate, 
that the safeguards guaranteed to Cuba 
were insufficient, and that the treaty 
and the lease agreement ought to be com- 
bined. Senator Zayas, the principal op- 
ponent, conceded in conclusion that it 
was certain that the stations would be 
in the hands of a nation most friendly to 
Cuba.

SILVER COMMISSIONERS MEET. 


Discuss Question of Exchange with 
German Financiers. 

Berlin, July 16.—The American and Mex- 
ican international silver exchange com- 
missioners met the representatives of the 
German government for their first con- 
ference at the Reichsbank building today. 
Germany was represented by President 
Koch and Director Lumm, of the Reichs- 
bank; Privy Counsel Bombers, of the im- 
perial treasury; Count von Roedern, of 
the Prussian finance ministry; Professor 
Helffrich. of the colonial bureau; Ar- 
thur Salomonsohn, of the Disconto- 
Gesellschaft, and Franz Urbig, of the 
German-Asiatic bank. 

The conference lasted an hour and was 
adjourned. The correspondent learns that 
Germany's representatives recognize the 
desirability of fixing the ratio of ex- 
change between silver and gold coin, but 
regard a scheme in that direction merely 
as a plous wish. From a trustworthy 
German source the correspondent is in- 
formed that the German and French gov- 
ernments flatly refused to obligate them- 
selves to purchase a stipulated amount 
annually. This is one of the committee’s 
proposals, which is intended to estab- 
lish the ratio between silver and gold. 
Germany’s delegates recognize that abso- 
lutely nothing is possible without the 
cooperation of Great Britain and Fance, 
and it is not believed here that the com- 
missioners’ work will lead to the calling 
of an international conference.

His 
splendid eloquence called forth ‘‘Amens” 
and ‘‘Hallelujahs’” from all parts of the 
tent. Bishop Galloway described — the 
Pentecostal meetings in 17739 that resulted 
in the founding of Methodism by John 
Wesley and his coadjutors, who, guided 
by the divine spirit in their founding of 
the church, for, he said, nothing con- 
ceived entirely by human instrumentali- 
ty could have achieved such mighty 
Things as Methodism had. ‘‘Men talk,"’ the 
bishop said, ‘‘of the wonderful organiza- 
tion of the Methodist church, but our 
wonderful system of theology has done 
more than even our great organization.’ 

He spoke of the bicentennary of John

Mrs, Ed T. Brown, of Atlanta, 
Speaks at Summer 
School. 


Athens, Ga., July %6.—(Special.)—This 
morning at the university chapel the 
teachers of the Sunymer school as well 
as a large number of the citizens of 
Athens gave 2 mom hearty reception to 
Mrs. Edward T. Brown, of Atlanta, who 
addressed the large and cultured audience 
upon the subject of ‘How the Federa- 
tion of Woman's Clubs May Cooperate 
with the Teachers.” 

Mrs. Brown, who is one of the most 
talented women in the state, made a fine 
impression by her address, which was 
one of the best ever heard in ‘the chapel. 
She was given the closest attention and 
throu@hout the address there were sev- 
eral outbursts of.applause on the part of 
the audience, especially at the point 
where she declared in favor of compul- 
sory education as the best means for the 
solution of the child labor problem, 

In part Mrs. Brown said: 

“With the material resources of our 
planet already highly developed, and 
every day bringing new inventions and 
discoveries, the thoughts and hopes of 
mankind begin to turn toward the unl- 
versal uplifting of the human race. Not 
the unity of family or state.or race 
alone suffices for the accomplishment of 
all we hope and plan today. The whole 
world begins to feel its united destiny 
and seek to work in harmony. Who 
studies the Pyramids of Egypt needs not 
to be told that no single effort of human 
strength sufficed to place those huge 
blocks, and form the mighty structures 
which have stood for centuries among 
the wonders of the world. The united 
efforts of thousands of men, in that time 
when mechanical appliances were the 
Simplest, were required for labors so 
colossal. The vast machinery of their 
construction was made of the bodies of 
men. Through the ages society has been 
building its pyramid. Within are tombs 
where lie buried the monarch nations who 
have placed in each succeeding era the 
stones that raised it highest. Many na- 
tions more may sleep within. those hid- 
den chambers before the last stone 
crowns its apex. As the pile grows high- 
er, more and more complex, more and 
more united must grow that social ma- 
chinery ‘which lifts and places its fab- 
ric, and that machinery is built of the 
minds and hearts of men. 

“There is still another source from 
which might come and be welcomed un- 
der certain conditions. This source is 
supported by the national government. 
One thing only stands against this plan, 
and that is the fear of consequent federal 
interference with the right of each state 
to administer its own interests. For 
that principle of state's rights, the south 
in years now happily long past has given 
its heart's bloodg and not in vain. The 
civil war now is ceasing to be a live fac- 
tor in political affairs and falling into its 
plate in a past century, on the page of 
history, and on the lips of oratory. The 
confederacy is dead, save in the hearts 
of those still remaining who loved and 
sought to wphold it. But the cause should 
never have been called a lost cause, 
Rising from defeat like the soul from 
the dead clay, it lives immortal, and will 
live so long as Our republic Shall en- 
dure, one and indivisible, yet formed of 
many, a union strong only in the strength 
of each of Its members, a free country 
because its every state is free. Public 
sentiment will never again permit any 
definite interference with the right of 
statehood. To open the minds of the 
people *9 knowledge is as properly a 
matter of national interest and local 
management as to open the rivers and 
harbors of the nation to commerce. 
‘United in one hope, {in one strenuous 
endeavor, one spirit animates us all, and 
it is the pride of the members of the 
Georgia Federation of Woman's Clubs 
that they may stand allied with the 
teachers of Georgia and lend a hand.’’ 
This evening on the campus the facul- 
ties of the University of Georgia and 
the State Normal schoo] gave a delight- 
ful al fresco entertainment in honor of 
the teachers in the Summer school. To- 
morrow morning at the chapel ex-Gover- 
nor W. J. Northen will address’ the 
teachers.

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MACON LODGE 


Elks Elected New. Mem- 
bers in Irregular 
Manner,

Macon, Ga., July 16.—(Special.)—For 
the first time in many years the lodge 
room of the Macon Elks, 230, the banner 
lodge of the state, if not of the entire 
south, Is in total darkness, the keys are 
In the possession of the grand exalted 
ruler of the state, Hon. E. L. Martin, 
of Macon. 

Behind all this is a story of sensational 
interest to the antlers of the Goober 
Btate and of interest to the members of 
the order throughout the country. 

One week ago last night a half dozen 
Georgians, some residentd of Macon, oth- 
ers living in Jones county, were made 
Elks, and it was the making of Elkg out 
of these. Georgians —— caused the 
trouble. 

By the laws governing the antlers’ or- 
ganization an applicant must submit his 
request fér membership to the organiza- 
tion in regular session and await the re- 
port of a committee to which all applica- 
tions of this character must be referred. 

Then after the lodge has acted upon the 
report of that committee, and that action 
must be at a meeting subsequent to the 
date of application for memb®rship, the 
party desiring to become 4n Elk can be 
lea into the membership. 

Last. night a week ago the half dozen 
applicants were not onlv elected but were 
{nitiated immediately following the elec- 
tion by a suspension of the rules. 

The presentation of the names, the elec- 
tion to membership and the irétiation of 
the new members was somewhat irregu- 
lar. and within a few days was brought 
to the attention of Hon. E. L. Martin, 
grand exalted ruler of the state. 

Shortly before 7 o'clock tonight Exalt- 
ed Ruler Martin entered the Elks lodge 
here, demanded the keys from 
Custodian Young, and after the recep- 
tion rooms, reading rooms, parlors and 
billiard halls had been vacated, saw that 
the lights were extinguished and that 
the hall was not only empty, but secure- 
ly locked. 

It was practically a dispossessory act, 
and left the Elks hall empty so far as an 
Elk occupancy !s concerned. The of- 
ficials of the Elks lodge, No. 20, are 
among the leading and most prominent 
citizens of this sect§on of the state. 

The exalted ruler of the lodge is Hon. 
W. A. Davis, one of the leading and most 
successful cotton factors of the Central 
City, a gentleman extensively and uni- 
versally* respected for his high character 
and moral and financial worth. The sec- 
retary is J. B. Rau, one of Macon’'s suc- 
cessful men in commercial life. Both 
of these gentlemen—Exalted Ruler Davis 
and Secretary Rau—are to all int@nts and 
purposes suspended from further official 
conduct. This probably forfeits the char- 
ter. 

The closing of the lodge room and 
what may be termed a suspension of the 
leading officials are sensational features 
in the life of the Maconian who is abroad 
at this midnight. 


HAS NEVER TOLD 
NAME OF SLAYER 


Only One Man Living That 
Knows Who Killed 
Ashburn. 


Valdosta, Ga., July 16.—(Special.)—The 
death at Des Moines, Ia., of A. C. Roper, 
formerly gf Columbus, Ga., recalls one of 
the most noted murder cases of the re+ 
consctruction period in Georgia. that of 
the killing of the carpetbagger, Ashburn, 
which occurred at Columbus soon after 


the civil war. 

The announcement of Mr. Roper’s death 
also brings to light the fact that a gen- 
tleman now residing in Valdosta is, no 
doubt, the only man living who knows the 
slayer of Ashburn for alleged knowledge 
of which Mr. Roper and other Colum- 
bus citizens were confined in the federal 
prison at Atlanta and subjected tu almost 
inconceivable torture in the effort to 


force a confession from them. 

No event of reconstruction times was 
more widelv discussed in all parts of the 
state than the killing of Ashburn, who 
was a noted carpetbag politician and of- 
ficeholder. The bigh-hapded methods he 
employed in his dgeglings with the people 
of Columbus rendered him extremely un- 
popular, and when he was killed one night 
at a brothel in that city not a great deal 
of surprise was expressed. 

Mr. Roper was a policeman in Colum- 
bus at that time, and was accused of com. 
plicity in the killing, but after months of 
confinement and tarture was released, as 
no evidence could be brought against 
him. 

The name of the man who killed Ash- 
burn has been kept secret all the years 
since then by a prominent citizen of. this 
city, and a captain in the confederate 
army. This gentleman, a few days be- 
fore the kKil@pg of Ashburn, received a 
letter from a member of his old regi- 
ment in the army, requesting him to meet 
this party at Albany, Ga., prepared to 
convey him to a place of safety. 

The gentleman did s0, and his old com- 
rade stated that he had killed Ashburn in 
Columbus for his tyranny to the peovle. 
The slayer was cared for by his triend, 
who kept him at his home under an as- 
sumed name for several months. after 
which he returned to Columbus where he 
died a number of years ago.

About three weeks ago young Robert 
Rounsaville had some angry words In 
an ice cream parlor with Samuel Woods, 
finally leading to blows, and Mr, Woods 
pulled out a knife and cut Mr. Rounsa- 
ville. Friends separated them and the af- 
fair seemed to be at an end. 7 

About midnight Rounsaville and his 
brother, Mr. Roy Rounsaville, met Mr. 
Wood on his way home and a second 
and very bloody fight ensued in which 
Mr. Wood was so severely wounded that 
he was not able to be out of his bed for 
several days. 

This last fight Is the one that is now 
causing the indictments.

Was convicted of murder in the first de- 
gree for the murder of his wife, Hannah 
Goddard Knapp, by Judge Belden’s jury 
here today.

The verdict was reported at 7:30 o'clock, 
the jury having been out since 5 o'clock 
last night. To the surprise of everybody, 
there was no recommendation of mercy 
and the famoug criminal must go to the 
electric chair. .The jury stood ten for 
conviction without mercy and two for 
conviction with mercy, being unanimous 
for guilt. 

Knapp was brought fnto court by Sheriff 
Bisdorf. When the verdict was returned 
convicting him without recommendation 
_of mercy, he did not show any sign of 
emotion or make any comment. Knapp 
was taken back to jail at once and Sheriff 
Bisdorf will allow no outsiders to see him. 
The result of the trial is accepted with 
great satisfaction by the public, as hope 
of a conviction became low when the 
jury remained out so long. _Knapp’s 
mother and sister were much affected 
when they heard the verdict.

February 26, to officials here, are as fol- 
lows: 

IRMA LITTELMAN, killed in a lumber 
yard at Cincinnati, June 21, 1894. 

MAY ECKERT, murdered in a room on

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FINANCIAL BILL 
FOR CONGRESS 


Roosevelt Wants the Extra 
Session to Take Up 
Question. 


Oyster Bay, N. Y., July 16.—President 
Roosevelt is deeply interested in pro- 
posed financial legislation. As-a student 
of affairs he has noted for a long time 
the necessity of financial legislation of a 
remedial character, and today he ex- 
pressed to Senator Lodge, of Massachu- 
setts, nis desire that early action upon 
the subject should be taken by congress 
along the lines of his recent messages 
and speeches. 

Indeed, it can be said he hopes action 
will be initiated at the extra session of 
congress which he will call on Monday, 
November 9. 

Senator Lodge arrived here this morn- 
ing about 10 o’clock and passed the day 
with the president at Sagamore Hill. 

Before his departure Senator Lodge 
gave to the Associated Press a state- 
ment concerning his conference with the 
president. In this statement the presi- 
dent’s hopes regarding the financial leg- 
islatior’ are reflected. 

“you know,’ of course,” said Mr. 
Lodge, ‘‘that an extra session is to be 
ealle2 to meet on Mond&dy, November 39, 
immediately following the fall elections. 
The session will be called primarily for 
the purpose of enacting legislation ap- 
proving the Cuban treaty which was 
ratified by the senate last spring. The 
president hopes, however, as I do, that 
we shall be able to take up for early 
consideration financial legislation along 
the lines of his messages and speeches 
since he became president. In this leg- 
islation the president takes the deepest 
interest, 

“No specific bill was under considera- 
tion today.. The preparation of a meas- 
ure of that kind is the work of con- 
gress itself. It was understood when the 
senate adjourned last spring that the 
committee on finance would prepare a 
remedial financigl measure during the re- 
cess, The committee now is engaged on 
that work. I assume that the house 
committee on banking and currency also 
will take up the subject, but I am not 
informed whether it is the intention of 


that committee to begin the considera- 
tion of the subject before the extra ses- 


sion shall convene.”’

That Judge 
Gray has great abilities and has done 
good service to the party in the past 
are undeniable points in his favor. 
But he has been identified in recent 
years more with the faction of disor- 
ganization than of rational party feal- 
ty and it would require a very ex- 
treme state of party affairs in 1904 
to make him more a favorite with the 
democratic national convention than 
Several other men whose names are 
prominent in democratic calculations.

Bench Law for Bench Favorites. 

The eccentricities of genius are as 
often amusing as they are amazing. 
The oddities of men who in the com- 
mon affairs of life rank away above 
the average have been the subjects 
of many essays of both humorous 
and psychologic turn. 

There is one recent case that 
ought not to escape such writers. It 
is that of an old and able lawyer in 
New York state, who is the fond 
owner of a large dog that perhaps 
looks more dangerous than he really 
is. The ordinances of the town re- 
quire the muzzling of all dogs during 

e hot season. The lawyer set out 
to obey the law, as every good man 
should. He bought a muzzle for his 
dog and tied it to his tail. The dog 
dragged it out to the parking in front 
of the house and laid down to see 
what the new trap might catch. 

But a policeman came that way and 
took the canine lone fisherman into 
the city court. His owner appeared 
in the dog’s behalf and entered two 
sonorous pleas in defense, to-wit: 

1. That the law did not specify 
which end of the dog must be muz- 
zled, and 

2. That when the dog was arrested 
he was not “running at large,” but 
was lying down at large. 

The trial of the case was long and 
heated. Law books by the score were 
carted into court and the judge almost 
was seized with nervous prostration 
while the above points were being ar- 
gued with great learning and ability. 
Finally, however, the able occupant of 
the woolsack decided that while the 
dog’s defense was technically good, 
the case at bar was one where “salus 
populi suprema lex est” and fined the 
dog and its owner ten and costs. 


The Black Veil of Illiteracy. 
The bar sinister of southern illit- 
eracy was advertised at the recent 
meeting of the National Educational 
Association, and by southern men,

There are in our southern states more 
than 3,500,000 souls, 
over, who cannot read and write; more 
than 50 per cent of the colored population, 
and nearly 161-2 per cent of the white. 
Of the native white population of our 
while country 10 years of age and Over, 
the south has 24 per cent, but of the na- 
tive white illiteracy of our country, the 
south has 64 per cent. 

There are in the United States 217 coun- 
ties in which more than 2% per cent of 
the white men of voting age cannot read 
and write. Two hundred and twelve of 
these counties are in our southern states, 

The total number of the illiterate, 16 
years of age and over, in our southern 
states, exceeds the number of the aggre- 
gate population of the states of Alabama 
and Louisiana, The white illiterates of 
the south, an army of 1,070,000 souls, ex- 
ceed in number the aggregate white 
population of the states of Florida and 
South Carolina, 

Taking a few of our states individually, 
we find that there are 64,000 white illiter- 
ates in. South Carolina, The white illit- 
erates of Georgia are but 12 per cent of 
the white population 19 years of age and 
over, but their number exceeded in 1900 
the number of the aggregate white popu- 
lation of Georgia’s three largest cities— 
Atlanta, Savannah and Augusta, 

The white illiterates of Tennessee ex- 
ceeded in 1900 the number of the total 
white population of her six largest cities— 
‘Nashville, Memphis, Knoxville, Chatta- 
nooga, Clarksville and Jackson, 

The white illiterates of Alabama (near- 
ly 15 per cent of the white population of 
10 years of age and over) exceeded the 
number of the aggregate white population 
of her fifteen largest cities, including the 
cities of Birmingham, Montgomery, Mo- 
bile, Anniston, Florence, Selma, Talla- 
dega and Tuscaloosa, and the number of 
the white illiterates of North Carolina, 
191-2 per cent, is more than double the 
number of the combined white populafion 
of her sixteen largest cities, 


* We print the above calculations at 
length because they are of such tre. 
mendous pmport., They show the urg- 
ency and insistence of the burden that 
is upon us in destroying the curse of 
illiteracy among our people.

LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE. 
A Cara from Mr. Mr. Thomas. 


Editor Constitution: account in yes- 
terday’s paper of what took place before 
the committee of county commissioners in 
regard to application for franchise 10. «(build 
electric railway from Atlanta to Roswell along 
West Peachtree street, might jead some of 
the property owners on West Peachtree to 
think that I was opposed to a street car line 
on this street. I am not; on the contrary, 
I am heartily in favor of it. 

Remesenting myself and other property 
owners on this street, I opposed the appli- 
cation of the Piedmont Electric Railway Com- 
pany for this franchise— 

1. Because it is intended by this company 
to have its terminus in the city somewhere 
far down on Marietta street, with no pros- 
pect, as we thought, of having any system 
vt interchangeable transfers with the present 
railway system. The result would be that 
people jiving on West Peachtree street could 
hot go to any part of the city on this line 
and would be landed some distance from the 
center of the city. 

2. Because the statement of one of the mem- 
bers of this company beforé eaid committee 
showed clearly that there was nothing definite 
and tangible in this attempt to build the 
road. His statement before the committee 
was in substance that this company obtained 
@ charter from the secretary of state a few 
months ago. That they had never organ- 
ized; that the capital stock of said company 
had never been subscribed and none paid in; 
that the president, or one who had signed 
said application as president, lived in Bir- 
mingham, Ala., and was in the real estate 
business there, and that this person had 
told some nominal member of this company 
in Atlanta, who had told the member who 
was addressing the committee, that if the 
company succeeded in getting this franchise 
he thought. that the Chicago Bonding and 
Trust Company would bulid the road. It de- 
veloped that none@f the imcorporators wanting 
this franchise were able out of thelr own 
names to. build this road, as # would take 
somewhere about $300,000 to build it. I 
did not etate that the intention of this 
company was to get this franchise and sell 
gut, thereby speculating on the same, but 
that it looked like this was their object, and 
that if it was, the property owners on 
West Peachtree woulkl oppose any traffic 
or this kind; that it was wrong to give euch 
a@ company this right—a company who could 
not build the road itself and yet who by 
having the franchise could horn off other 
companies and thus keep this street from 
having @ car line for some tim@ to come. I 
also asked the committee, if they saw fit to 
grant the franchise, to require said company 
to give a good bond to the county obligating 
them to commence work within a certain time 
and to finish it in a certain time. This the 
ecmmittee did. It required this company as a 
condition precedent to the use of this fran- 
chise, to give within four months from date 
of grant a bond in the sum of $15,000, pay- 
able to the county, to commence work within 
six months and to complete the same within 
eighteen months, said damages to be liquidat- 
ed and to be recoverable by the county on 
breach of sald bond. 

The committee also required them to get 
the consent of the Georgia Railway and Elec- 
tric Company to use their tracks on Peach- 
tree road from the junction of the two Peach- 
trees, as, in the opinion of the committee, 
Peachtree .road was ton narrow for two 
tracks. 

A street railway franchise in a growing city 
like Atlanta is valuable property, and should 
not be indiecriminately given away In some 
cities the autborities sell these franchises and 
in this way the municipality or county gets 
seme return for the same. The least that 
the authorities ought to do is to see that the 
public geta good service, and that such rights 
are not to be hawked around to the highest 
bidder to enrich a few parties who have en- 
terprise enough to increase materially their 
private fortunes at the expense of the pub- 
lic. I am heartily in favor of an electric 
line to Roswell, and I want thé people in the 
northern part of the county and in Roswell 
to know that I am in, favor of helping them 
all I can in. the matter. But they must 
remember that in these matters, as in others, 
there are still ‘‘Trojan horees,’’ and it might 
be well for them to make haste slowly, They 
can’t afford to allow a company. who can’t 
build this road to get this franchise and keep 
out others who will.

London, July 6.—It takes the semi-in- 
valid to work hard, live long, and think 
clearly to the end! I get word from an 
authoritative source today that Herbert 
Spericer, who was 8 last April, after ex- 
pecting for sixty years that each new 
birthday would be the last, is absolute- 
ly sound in mind, despite all the reports 
to the contrary. He js feeble in body, 
and a few months ago there was some 
uneasiness regarding his condition, but 
the advent of sunshine on the sands of 
Brighton, after a long, depressing period 
of cold. and rain has pulied him up won- 
derfull 

He ie finished his life work, however. 
and probably wijl never write another 
word that is intended for the public eye. 
Not long ago an enterprising American 
magazine asked mé to offer him any sum 
that he might name for an article of any 
length whatever on any subject that 
might tnterest him. But the only answer 
was that while he appreciated the compli- 
ment of such an offer, he regretted his 
inability to comply with it. He has re 
celved plenty of other offers almost as 
liberal in the last two years. 

The aged. philosopher ig now practically 
alone in the world, Affairs of the heart 
never interested him, and he now has 
not one near relative living. Huxley and 
Tyndall are gone, and nearjy all his other 
old friends, except John Morley, and he 
is said to feel his isolation keenly. The 
man who acts as his secretary and writes 
practically all his letters for him is al- 
most his only companion in the lonely 
house at Brighton. All requests for Inter- } 
views, for permission to take photo- 
graphs, for autographs, and for every- 
thing else of that sort, are declined— 
usually by stereqtyped letter. 

An intimate friend of Mr. Spencer's told 
me today the story of how the sage was 
“discovered” in America, He says he 
thinks the facts were never published be- 
fore. The little book--I thimk it was 
“The First Principles of Sociology’ -- 
which had been pyblished obscurely here, 
found its way over to the tables of the 
famous old American publishing house 
for which the late E. L. Youmans was lit- 
erary adviser. The author was unknown 
and the eybject was dry, and no atten- 
tion was paid to either until one day 
Mr. Youmans’ sister happened to pick up 
the neglected volume in an idle mo- 
ment She read it from beginning to 
end with increasing irf€erest, and told 
her brother that she had discovered a 
great philosopher. He was incredulous, 
and said there was no publication for 
books on sociology. Somewhat against 
his will his sister finally persuaded him 
to read the hook, with the result that 
he went to the head of his publishing 
house to say that an American edition 
of the book must, by all means be pub- 
lished, whether it proved profitable or not. 
The advice was accepted, and, although 
the book had no great sale. it attracted 
the attention of so many thoughtful folk 
in America that Mr. Spencer's audience 
was assured from that time forth.

Provisions of Bill. 

Many amendments were offered to the 
bill, among them being one considered of 
much importance, providing that the rev- 
enue derived from such convicts as are 
leased ‘shall be distributed to those coun- 
ties which do not work their own con- 
vicets. This was by Mr. Womble, of Up- 
son. 

Mr. Felder’s bill proposes to give each 
county in the state the right to work its 
felony convicts on the public roads there- 
in. without cost other. than the expense 
of maintenance and guarding. Such coun- 
tiess as do not desire to work their own 
convicts shall turn them over to the pris- 
on commission to be leased out for short 
terms. but these counties have the privi- 
lege of securing them for road work 
whenever they desire, at the expiration 
of such leases. Counties which ‘have not 
a sufficient force of convicts with which 
to work their roads may make requisition 
on the prison commission for the number 
desired and the commission is required 
to furnish them. The fufd arising from 


the hire of such convicts as are turned 


over to the prison commission for the 
purpose is to be set aside as a prieon 
fund to be used for buying farm ‘lands 
on which to work the convicts which are 
not worked Py the counties on the roads, 
the double object being ultimately to re- 
move the convicts, ag far as possible, from 
competition with free labor, and to im- 
prove the public highways of the state. 
Mr. Felder states that under his Dill 
the convicts can be worked on the public 
roads without a dpoliar’s expense to the 
state, the only loss being about $82,000 a 
year, which now goes to the common 
schoo! fund. which is more than $1,500,000 
annually. He is confident, however, that 
the great good to result from the improve- 
ment of the roads will more than com- 
pensate for what he considers will be only 
the temporary diversion of this amount 
fgom the schools. 
The house went into committee of the 
whole for consideration of the measure. 
Mr. Felder Discusses It. 
As soon as the bill had been read Mr. 
Felde- took the fioor to explain the pro- 
visions of his bill. What the bill ypro- 
to do, he saic, is to change the 
method of disposing of the able-bodied 
convicts of the state. It does not pro- 
to interfere in any wise with the 
women, the children and the infirm, who 
are now sent to the state prison farm.

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| STATE GOSSIP CAUGHT 
} IN CAPITOL CORRIDORS 
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Confederate Memorial Board. 


The general judiciary committee of the 
house yesterday afternoon reported fa- 
vorably on the bill by Speaker Morris, of 
Cobb. providing for the appointment of 
a confederate memorial board to look af- 
ter the cor@federate cemeteries and graves 
of confederate veterans over the state. 

A committee of ladies from Marictta. 
representing the Ladies’ Memorial Asso- 
clation and the Daughters of the Con- 
federacy, and several members of Mari- 
etta camp, No. 768. United Confederate 
Veterans, appeared before the committee 
to urge fayorable action on the Dill. 
These included Mrs, R. T. Nesbit, Mra. A. 
8S. Clay, Mrs. Campbell Wallace, Mrs. J. 
A. Massey, Mrs. J. G Morris, Mrs. L. 
B. Robertson, Miss Leak, Colonel Charies 
D. Phillips, Captain W. J. Hudson and 
J. G. Morris. Speaker N. A. Morris, woo 
is the author o€ the bill, was also pres- 
ent. Speaker Morris stated that in Ma- 
rietta there was probab)y the largest cem- 
etery In the state where confederate vet- 
erans are buried, ang he thought for this 
reason it would be well to have this com- 
mittee of ladies and gentlemen come be- 
fore the committee to make a state- 
ment in behalf of the bill. 

Short addresses relative to the measure 
were made by Mrs. Nesbit,’ Mrs. Clay, 
Colonel Phillips, Captain Hudson and Mr. 
Morris, the latter being, by the way, an 
uncle of Speaker Morris. 

The bill provides for the appointment 
of a commission of five by the governor, 
to be known as the confederate memorial 
board. It is made the duty of this board 
to look into the matter of confederate 
cemeteries and graves all over the state 
and to report at what cost they can be 
put in good condition in every respect. 
The expense of this investigation is not to 
exceed $250. The beard is empowered to 
receive under deeds to the state such 
cemeteries or any land where there may 
be confederate graves to provide what 
headstones are needed, and to see that 
all graves of the confederate dead in 
Georgia are well cared for and kept in 
good condition. This action on the part 
of the general assembly was strongly 
recommended by Governor Terrell in his 
annual message. There is a general sen- 
timent in the legislature in favor of the 
bill. 


Pure Food Commission. 


The resolution by. Mr. Brinson, of De- 
catur, providing for the appointment of 
a joint committee of three from the house 
and two from the senate to investigate 
the question of adulterated foods, and to 
prepare a general pure food lay, to bege- 
ported to the next session of the general 
assembly in 1904, was given a favorable re- 
port by ghe houge committee on special 
agriculture, after a brief discussion yes- 
terday afternoon. Mr. Brinson considers 
that there is great need for a pure food 
law in Georgia, and will urge his reso- 
lution foe passage at the earliest oppor- 
tunity... Mr. Bringon was the author of 
the legislation which was enacted at the 
last session, prohibiting the sale of adul- 
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terated Georgia cane sirup, unless it is so 
labeled. 

The bill by Mr. Morton, of Jones, which 
is designed to prevent the cotton gin on 
the state prison farm from coming. into 
competitiog with ging operated bv pri- 
vate parties, went over until next week, 
so that the prison commission may be 
heard from on the question as to wheth- 
er there really is anv such competition. 


Winnie Davis Memorial. 


The house committee on appropriations 
had sevefal measures up for considera- 
tion yesterday afternoon, but passed on 
only one of these--the bill by Mr. Stovall, 
of Chatham, to appropriate 946,000 to aid 
the Daughters of the Cgnfederacy in com- 
pleting the Winnie Davis memorial hall 
at the state normal school at Athens. 
This is the new dormitory building now 
being constructed at this institution at a 
cost of something like $22,500, of which 
sum $13,500 has already been expended. 
Some $3,000 more will he raised from 
other sources, and the state is asked to 
Bive the additional $6,000 needed to com- 
plete the structure. The appropriations 
committee sent the bill back to the house 
with the recommendation that it be pass- 
ed. 

The state normal] school is also asking 


|} an appropriation of $25,000 for new build- 


ings on .condition that $20,000 more be 
raised from outside sources. 


Freight Trains on Sunday. 


The railroad committee of the house 
yesterday had under consideration a bill 
by Mr. Daves, of Fannin, giving railroads 
which operate in. Georgia and another 
state the right to run freight trains on 
Sunday in order to reach a terminal point 
which is not more than 15 miles inside 
the state line. The bill in question affects 
principally the Atlanta, Knoxville and 
Northern, which has shops at Blue Ridge, 
in Fannin county, and which sometimes 
finds it necessary to get its trains from 
Tennessee into these shops on Sunday. 
Under the present state law this is prohib- 
ited, and the bill by Dr. Daves was 
framed to fié the case. The committee 
found ‘no special objection to the bill, 
and decided to report it back with the 
recommendation that it be passed.

The object of the bill, Mr. Felder said, 
is to give the great number of counties in 
the state that desire to work their own 
conviets on the public roads an oppor- 
tunity to do so. Many Georgia counties 
are now anxious to work their convicts, 
he declared. Under the bill ample pro- 
vision is made for eny county in the 
state that desires to do so to secure suffi- 
elent convicts to establish a chaingang. 
Mr. Felder declared that practically no 
work is now being done On the public 
roads of the state. 

“‘Georgia’s roads may have been patched 
up to some extent by free labor,’’ he said, 
‘but they never have been improved, and 
they never will be until we put the con- 
victs upon them.” 

The prison commission had stated in 
its official report, he said, that if the 
convicts were put to work on the roads 
they would not come into competition 
with free labor. 

“The opposition to this measure,” Mr. 
Felder declared, ‘‘comes from the prison 
commission, for they know if it becomes a 
law it will not be long before there is no 
prison commission, because there wil 
soon be ne necessity for it.’’ 

This proposed improvement of the pub- 
lic roads, Mr. Felder said, would add 
great wealth to the state and largely in- 
crease the taxable values. The proposi- 
tions contained fh this bill, he said, ought 
to appeal to every representative of every 
county in the state, for it means much 
to them and to their growth and develop- 
ment. Mr. Felder declared he had never 
heard of any opposition to the Measure 
except from the prison commission. 

The loss to the school fund, Mr. Fel- 
der said. which would be oniy temporary, 
would amount to only a@ very small sum 
per capita, a mere bagatelle. Those coun- 
ties not working their own convicts would 
receive a part of the proceeds of those 
leased, thus losing nothing from their 


convicts would be benefited to an éxtent 
that would vastly more than compensate 
for the small loss to the school fund. 
County commissioners in many counties 
in the state have indorsed this bill, Mr. 
Felder declared, and had written to him 
expressing their favorable sentiments, 

‘We've been talking about good roads 
for a long time,”’ Mr. Felder said; “‘let’s 
begin the good roads movement now. 
Georgia needs goods roads and the move- 
ment should be no longer delayed.” 

Spalding Wants It, Too. 

Mr. Fiynt, of Spalding, said he had 
heard many were talking against this 
bill, including memebrs of the prfson com- 
mission, but had failed to hear one good 
and valid reason advanced as to why 
it should not be passed. 

On the question of taking $82,000 from 
the public school fund, Mr. Flynt declared 
‘that would be a smal] amount in compari- 
son with the great gain that would result 
to each county from the improvement of 
the roads, and the jmportant advantages 
that would necesserily result from .such 
work. But the loss to the school fund 
would not be $82,000, he said, perhaps not 
anything like it, for provision was made

The bill, he said, was 
introduced by the junior member from 
Bibb, and was champloned by the mem- 
bers from Chatham, from Richmond, 
from Fulton, and from other large coun- 
ties of the state. Mr. Felder’s bill, he 
Said, was presented in most attractive 
form, but had a siren’s voice singing 
of good roads, back of which there was 
much of evil and of danger. 

It was proposed under this bill, Mr. 
Little said to take away from the pub- 
lic school fund nearly $100,000, or nearly 
one-fifteenth of the entire fund. The 
sum might be a small one, he said, but 
take away one-fifteenth of any school 
teacher’s salary and a big hole is cut 
in it. When a new lease is made, Mr. 
Little said, the state’s income from 
the convicts will be much greater, if 
not double, what it is now, and a still 
larger amount wil! accrue to the public 
school fund. Mr. Little said he would 
Oppose the measure to the very end. 

Mr. Mitchell, of Thomag®g, deciared that 
the provisions of the Felder bill were 
fair, just and equitable. The people of 
many counties in the state are willing 
to go to some extra expense in order 
to get their roads put In good condition, 
Mr. Mitchell seid. The bill simply gives 
each county the right to use convicts 
for the improvement of roads at its 
own expense, it !s optional with each 
county whether or not it shall do this 
work. It is but the beginning of a 
system through which ultimately the 
state will improve all of its roads and 
provide for the people highways as fine 
as any to be found in the south or in 
the whole country. The public school 
fund, he declared, would not suffer as 
the result of the passage of this méas- 
ure. He thought the best thing the leg- 
islature could do for the counties of the 
state would be to give them the privi- 
lege of working their own convicts. 

Two Speakers Against It. | 

Mr. Kelly, of Glascock, declared the 
measure was unwise and aimed a blow 
at the common schcol system of Georgia. 
It would benefit a few, perhaps, of the 
counties of the state, but it would operate 
to the serious disadvantage and detri- 
ment of more than a hundred counties im 
the state. Mr. Kelly viewed the measure 
as indicating a tendency on the part of 
the larger counties of the state to carry 
things their own way despite the interests 


‘of the smaller and the country counties. 


He was anxious, he said, in behalf of the 
country counties of the state, to see this 
bill stricken down in defeat. 

Mr. Moses, Coweta, said that while 
the Felder bill might benefit his county, 
he knew it was unjust and unfair to the 
smaller countiés of the state which had 
practically no convicts.

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Mount Airy, Ga., July 16.—(Special.)— 
Judge Emory Speer this morning handed 
down his decision in the cage of the lum- 
bermen against the railroads and denies 
the injunction asked by the saw mill 


men. 

The judge denies the injunction on the 
groung that the matter is now before the 
interstate commerce commission and 
states that the coust will withhold ac- 
tion until the commission has passed on 


the case. 

The saw mill men sought to restrain 
the railroads from putting into effect an 
advance of 2 cents on lumber rates from 
Georgia to points beyond the~Ohio and 
Mississippi rivers. | 

In a lengthy decision Judge Speer re- 
views the history of the case and sums 
the conditions now existing as follows: 


Summary of Situation. 


The complainants, it appears, have ap- 
pealed to the commission, but the com- 
miseion has not yet taken action on such 
complaint. It is probable that this actlot. 
will not be long delayed. It is probable 
that counsel in tHe case will soon be 
enabled to present to the court the report 
of the commission. It is certain that this 
report will Be of the utmost value for 
the proper determination of the impor- 
tant-matter in controversy. In the mean- 
time it does not appear that the Injury 
complainants will sustain will be irre- 
parable, 

The respondents are all solvent, prob- 
ably al] of them highly prosperous rail- 
way corporations.

Indeed, 
the learned special counsel for the re- 
spondents by his statamént made in judl- 
cio binds his clients to promptly repay 
to the complainants all such sums in cage 
they shall finally prevail. 

Nor is it likely that in the _ intet 7al 
Which shall remain before the commis- 
sion will act, that there will ensue any 
serious impairment of the business of 
complainants or either’ of them. It 1s 
easily conceivable that a case or casés 
of this general character might be pre- 
sented on which it would seem obligatory 
On the court to grant an immediate tin- 
junction. ; 

Such injunctions, however, should not 
be granted ve in case of grave and 
compelling ‘txigency. Judicial action 
should be ever conservative and rarely 
is such conservatism more plainly re- 
quired than when the vast commercial 
operations involved in interstate trans- 
portation will be arrested or disturbed. 
In this case the duty to grant the extra- 
ordinary order sought does not now seem 
imperative. 


Verdict of the Court. 


The court, therefore, tn view 
record and of the considerations men- 
tioned will withhold further judicial ac- 
tion upon the application until properly 
apprised of the action of the tnterstate 
commerce commission. When we shall

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FRMCHISE BILL 
PASSES. SEMATE 


Measure of Interest , Atlanta 
Debated at Length, 


Committee on Education Reports 
Against the Election of School 
Commissioners by the Peo- 
ple—Other Work Done 
by the Senate. 


After a debate which consumed prac- 
tically all of yesterday's session the sen- 
ate passed the bill of Senator Davis pro- 
viding that corporations coming under 
the operations of the franchise tax laws 
shall, in making the payments required 
by the state law, be given credit for such 
sums as they are, under existing arrange- 
ments or agreements, now paying each 
year to the municipalities within which 
they operate. 

While this bill affects only Atlanta and 
perhaps two or three other cities in the 
state it is general in its termg. The object 
aimed at, as explained by the promoters 
of the measure, is to provide for equality 
of franchise taxation and to prevent the 
double taxing which would result unless 
g0mMe guch bill as-this were passed. 

In a sense this was the renewal of a 
contest which came up at the time the 
franchise bill was passed at the last sez- 
sion. At that time the sénate sought to 
have the provisions of this bill incor- 
porated into the general franchise tax 
bill, and there were three conferences 
before the senate receded from its post- 
tion. This was done, however, in order 
that the bill itself might in no way be 
complicated by a provision of this char- 
acter, sume of the advocates of the gen- 
eral bill fearing that complications might 
result from the incorporation of these 
provisions in that bill. 

The bill which passed the senate does 
not amend the franchise tax law or af- 
fect that measure in any respect. It sim- 
ply affects the allotment of the fund re- 
ceived from franchise taxation so far as 
it refers to the cities affected by this bill. 


Text of the Bill. 


It reads as follows: 

‘Whenever the tax, or any part of the 
tax, assessed on. or on account of, any 
franchises as defined in the act approved 
December 17, 1902, providing for the pay- 
ment of taxes on franchises, is due and 
payable to or for the use of any county, 
city, town or village in which the tan- 
gible property, Or any part of the tan- 
gible property, is located, and it shal 
appear that the person, partnership, as- 
sociation or corporation affected has paid, 
or is liable to pay, to such county, city, 
town or village for its exclusive use with- 
in the year for which taxes on or on ac- 
count of the franchises is assessed under 
any agreement therefor or under any 
statute, ordinance, resolution or by-law, 
requiring the same, any sum based upon 
a percentage of gross receipts, or any 
other income, or any occupation or privi- 
lege tax or chargé, or any sum of money 
on account of, or as consideration for, 
such franchise or privilege granted to or 
possessed by such person, partnership, 
association or corporation, all amounts #0 
paid, or liable to be paid, for the ex- 
clusive use of such county, city, town or 
village, except the money raid for the 
ad valorem taxes due such county, city. 
town or village, on account of the tangible 
or physical property located therein, shall 
be deducted from the portion of the tax 
due such county, city, town or village on 
account of the franchise owned or pos- 
sessed by such person, partnership, as- 
sociation or corporation.” 


The Merits Discussed. 


The bill came to the “senate under a 
favorable report from the finance com- 
mittee, but with an adverse minority re- 
port signed by Messrs. Perry and Led- 
ford. Senator Davis, in a short speech, 
explained its provisions, contending that 
it was eminently fair. In response to a 
direct question of Senator Smfth, he 
explained that the comptroller genera! 
had been before the committee when 
the measure was under consideration 
there and had expressed the opinion 
that in its operations it was eminently 
fair, 

Senator Perry opposed the Dill, con- 
tending that it is unconstitutional. He 
fhought that it would be a. bad prece- 
dent. While he thought the end aimed 
at might be right and just, he thought 
that the proper way by which the cor- 
porations involved should bé given credit 
for such sums as they now, under con- 
tract or agreement, pay igto the city 
treasuries, would be in. the arbitration 
which fixed the value of the franchises, 
that charge being treated as a liability 
affecting the value. of the franchise. He 
argued that if there is injustice in the 
arrangement with the city of. -Atlanta, 
which was used as an fllustration, the 
way to correct it would be for the city 
of Atlanta to rescind the present con- 
tract under which the corporation pays 
a franchise tax in addition gp the gen- 
eral franchise tax of the state. Senator 
Perry argued that this bill contravened 
the provisions of the constitution with 
regard to taxation, and paid high tribute 
to the framers of that instrument who, 
in one sentence, had thrown the safe- 
guards of equality and uniformity 
around the exercise, by the legislature, 
of it@ power of taxation. This should 
not in any way be overthrown. 


Believes It Constitutional. 


Senator Skelton took direct issue with 
Senator Perry on the question of the 
constitutionality of this méasure, show- 
ing that it im no way interferes with the 
uniform operations of the law passed 
at the last sessign. On the contrary, as 
he sees it, this measure is essential in 
order to bring about that uniforwity 
of taxation at which the _ constitution 
aims; without it, the corporations in- 
volved would be subjected to double tax- 
ation. He went ftnto the history of the 
senate’s effort to have fthis provision 
incorporated into the general franchise 
tax law, and argued stfongly that it 
was equitable and just. He thought an 
enactment by the lIegislaturé was the 
only way to bring about the desired end, 
as under their contract with the com- 
panies the municipal corporations could 
not give the relief asKed. He consid- 
ered the bill constitutional, fair and just, 
and believed it should be passed, 

Senator Middlebrodédks argued in favor 
of the bill, as did Senator Matthews, 
who went into the matter very thorough- 
ly from a legal standpoint, arguing that 
this bill did ‘not provide any exemption 
from taxation and that it was no at- 
tempt to evade that uniformity aiméd at 
by the constitution of the state, but 
that it would rather operate to promote 
such uniformity. 

The debate was further participated in 
by Senators Davis, Perry and Matthews 
under the call for the previaus question, 
while President Howell, at the request 
of several senators, explained the situa-

While all others in the car, 
and many others outside who:lined the 
railroad track, “seemed incapable of. of- 
fering assistance to the wounded and the 
dying, these two ladjes got together as 
many cloths as they! could obtain from 
passengers, and weng into the smoking 
compartment of the ladies’ coach, bathed 
the faces of the two men lying therein, 
regarding neither race nor color, but be- 
ing actuated by that mercy which ren- 
ders aid without thought of circum- 
stances.

Former Convic, Talk of Al 
leged Abuses in Oglelhorpe 


Scarred Backs Are Shown and Tales 
More or less Lurid Are Told. 
Commission Spends the 
Day Investigating 
Charges.

From early yesterday morning until 
after 7 o’clock last night the prison com- 
mission devoted its time and attention to 
an investigation into charges brought 
against the Broach camp for misdemea- 
nor convicts in Oglethorpe county. The 
charges were that cruelty had been prac- 
ticed at the camp, that the food pro- 
vided for the men was insufficient and 
that the lessees had failed to furnish 
discharged convicts with clothing and 
transportation to their homes as required 
by law. Technically the charges are made 
in the name of the prison commission 
against the commissioners of Oglethorpe 
county, as they are responsible for the 
misdemeanor camp, which is operated un- 
der their supervision by J. R. Broach, 
who runs a large farm. 

When the hearing opened Governor Ter- 
rell was present, as was Attorney General 
Hart. The governor read the charges and 
sat through a portion of the investiga- 
tion, but upon the advice of the attorney 
general that his presence was not neces- 
sary the further hearing was conducted 
wy the commission. 

Colonel Joseph Worley, of Elberton, and 
Mr. Fermor Barrett, of Toccoa, appeared 
as attorneys for the prosecution, while 
Hon. Hamilton McWhorter, Judge J. J. 
Strickland and Hamilton McWhorter, Jr., 
appeared as attorneys for the commis- 
sioners of Oglethorpe. 

The morning session was devoted ex- 
clusively to hearing the testimony of 
former convicts at the camp, who drew 
more or less lurid pictures of the treat- 
ment they alleged they had received.

his own back as an exhibit‘of the results 
of whipping at the hands of the whipping 
boss. This back figured quite prominently 
in the hearing. There was a lafge scar 
upon it, but it was claimed that this did 
not resul. from whipping, but was the 
outcome of a diseased condition of the 


testified that he did not complain about 
his back until aftér he had been rearrest- 
ed upon a charge of theft. lt seems that 
after he had been discharged from the 
camp he had gone to work for Mr. Truit., 
the whipping boss, who has a farm near 
by. When he left Truitt he went to El- 
berton and there was rearrested upon the 
theft charge and carried back to Ogle- 
thorpe. He was charged with stealing a 
pair of shoes. 2 

Charies Collins said a negro named 
Rucker nad “been whipped one day and 
died the next. He later said that Rucker 
had eaten a lot of vegetavies, which he 
thought were wild onions, and had dieu. 
Others had said that what Rucker really 
ate was “crow poison,” which, according 
to the version of the negroes, gives the 
victim the ‘‘biind staggers’ and produces 
death. 

“ne chief of police at Clarksville, W. 
J. suller, testined that the scars upon 
the back of the negro Burdell were nvt 
tnere previous to nis being sent tou the 
Broach camp, but he @id nol AnOW how 
they had got there. 

Another witness was a negro named 
Henry Mootry, who claimed taat waile in 
the gang burdeil had told him those 
scars had come trom a whipping he nad 
received. This back of suraell, the 
death of Rucker and another convict wno 


a young negro named Bb. Moon lgured 
most prominently in the testimony ol 
those who supported the charges. 


For the Defense. 


The first witness for the de- 
fense was R. S. Truitt, the whipping 
boss at the camp. Truitt has but one arm, 
his left. He denied that there had been 
any whipping of convicts except under 
the supervision o fthe captain of the 
camp, W. P. Broach, and that none had 
been excessive or cruel. He denied the 
charge ,made by one of the men that 
he, Truitt, had hit the witness over the 
head. with his pistol, saying that he 
thought too much of his pistol to risk it 
upon such a head. Judging by that head, 
his decision in this respect was eminently 
wise. He said that fur the most part 
this was the first he had heard of most 
of these charges. He felt positive thar the 
scars which had been shown by the wit- 
nesses could not have resulted from 
whipping. 

There was an effort to make it appear 
that Judge J. W. Tiller, chairman of the 
board of county commissioners, was in- 
terested with Mr. Broach in the operation 
of this camp, but this was specifically 
and emphatically denied by Judge Tiller, 
who proved an excellent witness, going 
fully Into the detailg of the workings of 
the camp, and of the official relations of 
the county. commissioners toward the 
lessee. While he had an interest with 
Mr. Broach in two stores in other paris 
of the county, Judge Tiller testified that 
he had no financial interest in the Broach 
camp., He had, however, taken a per- 
sonal interest as an officer and a citizen 
in the community, and had never worked 
in his private business as he had to carry 
out the rules and regulations of the 
prison commission. in regard to -these 
camps. He had, on authorization of the 
board of county commissioners, had per- 
sonal supervision of this camp. It is with- 
in three miles of his home. He had, ai 
various times, talked with these same tc- 
groes a filumber of times and they had 
no complaints to make although they 
had been given ample opportunities. The 
commissioners or himself acting for them, 
hired all the employees, sometimes dois 
it through Captain Broach. With regard 
to the camp arrangements, the food and 
the accommodations for the sick, Judge 
Tiller testified that these were all in fui! 
accord with the requirements of the 
prison commission. He paid Captain

London, July 6.—No one tn England has 
been more interested than Sir Martin Con- 
way by the report, cabled from America, 
that Miss Annie Peck, formerly of Purdoe 
university, will attempt to reach the sum- 
mit of Mount Sarata, in the Andes. The 
famous mountain climber’s concern with 
Miss Peck’s proposed feat arises, of 
course, from the fact that Sarata is the 
only peak in the world that he has at- 
tempted to ascend without success, When 
I saw Sir Martin yesterday, however, he 
remarked that he would not feel jealous if 
she succeeded where he failed. The 
knight expressed a great admiration for 
what he called ‘‘the intrepidity of Amert- 
can women in their climbing expeditions’’ 
and in this connection he referred par- 
ticularly to Mrs. Fanny Bullock Work- 
man, who holds the record at present 
for lady climbers. 

As to Mount Sarata Sir Martin explains 
his own inability to reach the summit In 
this way: “I got to within a few yards 
of the top,” he gays, “but the snow which 
was of recent fall, was so soft that I 
could not get a foothold. If. Miss Peck 
succeeds she can claim the record for 
the highest climb by a woman, but she 
is entirely wrong in her estimate of the 
altitude of Mount Sarata. “<I measured it 
carefully and I could‘ only make it 21,800 
feet.

In response to the questions of Judge 
Turner, chairman of the commission, he 
went into details concerning the making 
out of the reports which are sent to the 
commission.

Captain Broach, the superintendent of 
the camp, who is the brother of the 
lessee; Dr. Green, the prison physician; 
Hon. C. M. Witcher, who lives in the 
vicinity and as justice of the peace pre- 
sided in some of the cases referred to; 
State Warden Moore, Captain Yancey, 
secretary of the prison commission, who 
had made several visits to the camp, and 
Mr. Broach, the lessee, all appeared as 
witnesses. 

Warden Moore testified that he had ex- 
amined the Broach camp frequently and 
that the men at the camp were well fed. 
Complaints of whipping that had been 
brought to his attention had been inves- 
tigated, but he found no reason to be- 
lieve that there was cruelty or exces- 
sive whipping. He had found men that 
he thought ought to have been given 
“good time,’”’ but who had not. There 
had been a complaint that the men did 
not get as much time:at the noon hour 
as they were entitled to, but he had 
been led to believe this had been cor- 
rected since he called the attention of 
Captain Broach to the matter.
